A Hsimotio ITor the Xnsane. 


An article which appeared some time 


ago in Tho Semaine Medioale on this 
subject has been widely quoted. 
It 


seems that two Prussian physicians, M. 
Oldcoggo and M. Jurman, made a series 
of careful experiments with the hydro- 
broruido of bcopolamine and fonnd that 
tho drug possessed n true valno as a 
hypnotic in tho treatment of the insane. 
Administered hypodeimically, in doses 
varying from 0.003 to 0.015 of a grain, 
they found that it induced in tho rna- 
joiity of subjects a sleep which lasted 
fiom three to teu hours, and ou awaken- 
ing the patients appeared much calmer 
than bcfoio the administration of the 
substance. This effect was especially 
pronounced in the cases of maniacs,-but 
was not so marked in those of acute 
]ypemauiii. In chrome insanity tho hyp- 
notic action was also mamfes^- to a de- 
gree. In delirium trcuicns, however, the 
tendency of the drug was only to weak- 
en tho patient and there was no hypnot- 
ic action whatever.
